Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Deaths, — During  the  year  1899,  there  have  been  57 
deaths,  but  excluding  the  deaths  at  the  Workhouse  of  people 
belonging  to  other  districts,  there  were  41,  viz.  : 22  males,  and 
19  females,  a death-rate  of  14  per  1000  of  population. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  was  132  per  1000  births,  viz.  : out 
of  91  children  born,  12  died  before  they  wei’e  a year  old,  a 
higher  proportion  than  usual. 

Inquests. — 2 Inquests  were  held.  Verdicts : “ Found 
Drowned,”  and  “ Accidental  Explosion  of  Gunpowder.” 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  was  '7,  two  deaths  occurring  from 
Diarrhoea. 

Births. — The  births  were  91  in  number,  viz.  : 50  males  and 
41  females,  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  31  per  1000. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease. — 18  Cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  were  reported,  viz.  : 1 Scarlatina,  4 Diphtheria* 

2 Typhoid  Fever,  and  11  Erysipelas.  They  all  recovered. 

Scarlatina. — The  case  was  treated  at  home.  As  soon  as 
possible  the  rest  of  the  household,  except  the  mother,  were  got 
away  till  after  the  child  had  recovered,  and  the  house  been 
disinfected. 


Diphtheria. — Of  the  4 cases,  notice  to  remedy  defects  in 
drainage  had,  previous  to  notification,  been  served  on  the  owners 
of  two  of  the  houses,  and  the  drainage  arrangements  were  found 
to  be  defective  at  the  other  two  bouses. 

Typhoid  Fever. — At  one  house  the  privy  seat  was  over  a 
small  stream  which  ran  directly  into  the  sewer  ; at  the  other 
house  nothing  insanitary  was  found. 

Erysipelas. — The  number  of  cases  was  the  same  as  last 
year,  and  no  doubt  they  were  generally  owing  to  defective 
drainage  arrangements. 

Inspection. — The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected  ; 
a nuisance  arising  from  the  gradual  accummulation  of  large 
deposits  of  mud  in  the  river,  has  been  abated  by  their  removal 
by  the  owner.  Several  special  reports  on  the  state  of  insanitary 
blocks  of  property  have  been  furnished,  and  in  some  cases 
improvements  are  being  effected  in  consequence,  but  much  less 
has  been  done  than  ought  to  have  been  done,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  improvements  in  this  direction  will  advance  at  a 
more  rapid  rate  during  the  coming  year. 

A new  drainage  scheme  has  been  completed  at  the  Work- 
house,  and  10  houses  in  the  town  have  had  an  improved  system 
of  drainage  applied  to  them. 

One  case  of  over-crowding  has  been  abated  on  notice. 

Water  Supply. — The  scheme  proposed  by  the  engineer  for 
supplying  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  with  a constant  supply 
of  water,  was  found  to  be  of  a very  expensive  nature  in  propor- 
tion to  the  present  advantages  to  be  derived,  and  was  not 
proceeded  with.  It  remains  to  be  seen  if  a smaller  scheme 
could  not  be  devised  to  do  what  is  required. 

Other  requirements. — Regulations  making  under  the  Cow- 
sheds and  Dairies  Order. 

A System  of  Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  provision  of  a permanent  Isolation  Hospital. 

A stricter  adhesion  to  the  bye-laws  in  regard  to  air  space 
round  dwellings,  and  a new  bye-law  as  to  height  of  rooms.
